but 
is worse in an ineane 
asylum 


where the 
inmates are locked 
into 


their rooms ot night. Hook oounty baa 
already reoaived from the state much 
more than those buildings have coet. 
Wo behove tbat it is time for Rock county 
to erect properly arranged and partially 
fire-proof bnildinga ot solid biick witn 
brick partitions aod With every precau- 
tion against fire. The present location is 
unfortunate in its distance from a rail- 
mad elation and in its enforced depend- 
ence npon ooal for fuel. There are sev- 
eral locations in the connty free from 
both these diffioaltiea. 
Wo would es- 


pecially emphasize thu value cf on ample 
wood'land connected with such on insti- 
tution. It ia difficult to procure work 
enough for the insane meu in .winter. 
Getting np tho year's supply of wood 
is found by experience in other esj'lnms 
to largely supply tiiia lack. The matter 
of economy in fuel 13 also worth consid- 
ering as well as the economy in tijia and 
transportation for the institutien itself 
and tor visitors that would bo made by 
a different location.
